Serious consideration the following article (second series accident prevention) recommended all concerned the Building Industry not alone construction 
contractors, but, equally, architects, financial interests, insurance companies and such organizations Chambers Commerce and Industrial 


construction industry probably 
the second largest industry the 
United States, and yet this industry 
has given comparatively little thought 
the matter accident prevention. 
difficult understand this, es- 
gained thereby. 

discussing this matter with contractors they bring 
various arguments against it, such the fact that 
changes take place from day day that the worker 
finds himself different environment; that construc- 
tion work more less temporary nature; that the 
labor turnover heavy that impossible carry 
safe practices, etc. These obstacles, can all 
overcome the contractors will inaugurate safety 
department which will inculcate the safety idea into the 
minds the workers any environment which they 
find themselves, and provide safe working conditions 
every job. 

When the accident-prevention movement first came into 
being, the same objections were raised other indus- 
tries, but find now, after fifteen years carrying 
accident-prevention work manufacturing plants, rail- 
roads and the steel and iron industry, that accident 
prevention has brought about reduction accidents 
well having paid good dividends these industries. 

The United States Steel Corporation ten years ex- 
pended over $9,000,000 for accident prevention and this 
netted them return while saving 250,000 
employees from injuries and from fatal injury. 
This record that the iron and steel indus- 
try was classed one time the most hazardous in- 
dustry. 

The construction industry now the most hazardous

OME views the new Del Monte Hotel 
are published herewith. The public 
interested the renaissance this his- 
toric hostelry, with which much 
California-Spanish sentiment and tra- 
dition are interwoven; and sympathetic 
allowance must made for the condi- 
tions under which these first photo- 
graphs were taken. 

The new Del Monte Hotel still too new entirely 
satisfactory. stark, white, raw-looking; one remem- 
bers with bit regret the comfortable, shabby old 
hotel, inartistic, you please, but calm and 
its verdant setting, really rather old aristocrat after 
all. Unless the new building acquires thick coat 
vines, large tree two transplanted closer 
proximity, doubt will ever impress the visitor with 
quite the same sense charm the old Del Monte. 


} 
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However, that applies only the main approach. 


two sunken gardens will very lovely, are now, indeed, 
with their surrounding balustrades and flower pots and 
gay awnings. course these are much more Italian than 
Spanish—not that that should count for anything, for 
very nice Italian; and you call Mediterranean, 
the difference? Especially one them gives, 
almost directly, into the Pompeiian Pool. This now 
axis with the main lobby, from which one looks out 
through huge square plate glass, decided improve- 
ment over the old scheme. 

fact, quite obvious that the architects have 
studied this problem reconstruction and readjustment 
very carefully and very lovingly.

Leaving the exterior time, and entering one the 
undoubtedly Spanish doorways, one finds equally in- 
dubitable Spanish atmosphere within. Here series 
very splendid rooms, opulent finish and furniture 
and warm color. Their great size and real dignity 
proportion and design are impressive, convincing, 
that not the slightest effect “hotelly” ornateness 
exists. Quite the opposite; although these interiors can- 
not called simple, nevertheless the broad expanses 
rough plastered wall and dull-red floor tile provide 
essential unity treatment, relieved the richness 
detail ceilings, doorways, mantels, columns, and 
the beauty furniture and rugs. One should not over- 
look, this connection, the extremely fine and appro- 
priate mural decorations, painted Francis McComas, 
Dan Sayre Groesbeck, Ferdinand Burgdorff and Armin 
Hansen. 

The nine new guest cottages scattered through the 
hotel grounds, although separated from the main build- 
ing, form, course, definite part the hotel system. 


These are wholly admirable, and not suffer, the 
large building does, from the loss intimate landscap- 
ing.

The capable experts which they have their staffs are 
familiar with the scientific laws and physical properties 
light, reflection and diffusion. Such expert can take 
these factors and those the proportions, length, height 
the building and its several floors, the presence 
beams and pillars, the light available from outside 
sources and the color the ceiling, walls and floors and 
reduce the whole formula mathematical exactness, 
hardly possible one not well versed the physical 
laws light and its surrounding surfaces. The result 
illumination system, which there little guess- 
work the fixtures, their number, size, plac- 
ing wattage lamps, order obtain maximum 
minimum operating cost. 

However, equally well for the architect keep 
watchful eye the fine artistic details the work, that 
the finished system may have logical relation the 
type the store and the kind merchandise carried.

one standard volume, intensity and efficiency light 
can arrived at, and alike department stores, 
specialty shops, stores for jewelry, shoes, gowns, furs, 
hardware and what not. 

considering this factor the quality and nature 
the lighting relation the nature the merchandise 
good rule approximate the conditions under which 
the goods are most commonly used. Thus, furniture 
store, the lighting would suggest the atmosphere and 
spirit the home. permissible more subdued 
and indirect treatment than customary for such mer- 
chandise yard goods, clothing for street wear, etc.

possible cite numerous other examples well- 
buildings, but the sum total such 
investigations invariably reveals that the most successful 
examples employ simple direct indirect principles. 
sure, there are stores and shops where all manner 
devices and fixtures are skilfully utilized produce clever 
and striking effects. Frequently concealed lights mold- 
ings other spots create lovely play light and shad- 
ow, while spotlights have endless possibilities. 

these things are well handled, there can ob- 
jection them, but every care must taken avoid 
extremes—too conspicuous areas light and shadow. 
There is, well, the danger that such lighting will at- 
tract attention itself and its methods, rather than the 
building and chambers supposed illuminate. 
commercial buildings this absolutely undesirable, and, 
speaking from strictly architectural standpoint, the 
whole takes precedence over any unbalanced detail.

its, due unsafe conditions existing. safety program 
for the entire industry city would educate all the 
workers safe practices that workmen would observe 
the same rules and regulations each and every job and 
maintain the same good habits. organized program 
safety the construction industry would include safe- 
guarding the physical conditions well carrying 
campaign education lectures, posters, etc.; super- 
vising the inspection machinery, equipment and tools 
and the organization safety patrols and committees. 

hoped that contractors will become safety con- 
scious, accident-prevention work not only good 
morals and good ethics, but good sound business well. 
Besides reducing compensation costs, accident- 
prevention work increases the loyalty and cooperation 
among the employees, minimizes the labor turnover and 
improves the morale the men, all which helps 
keep down the cost building.
